the mighty grace of the Capitol 
dome, the lonely casket rested 
through the 
1-night. And outside, 
^ the city he once Had left in win- 


ter and defeat now gave him 
high honor amid the glory of 
autumn leaves. 


Herbert Clark Hoover, 31st 


president of the United States, 
dead at the age of 90, lay under 
thereover of his nation's flag in 
the. Capitol rotunda. It was 
nearly 32 years since he had left 
the presidency of the depres- 


<* sion-stricken nation after one 
* term in office. 


Filing in from both sides, 


from the Senate side and the 
House side, came the citizens 
who knew and 
remembered, 


and the citizens too young to 
know. They came, as one of 
them said, to pay honor "not 
only to him personally, but to 
the office."

Not more than four blocks 
9 away, at Washington's Union 


Station, the special train had 
arrived at about 1:35 p.m., and 
the sad ritual, practiced to pre- 
cision, began.

Johnson and his 


wife, the Hoover family, the 
many friends including former 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on, moved slowly through the 
cordon of the escort — the Ma-

Campaign 
Pushed Into 
Background

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


presidential campaign has been 
foggy> limping, undistinguished 
and tiresome. Then suddenly 
last week it got pushed into the 
background 
by a series of 


events unequaled since 1956. 


At that time — in the race 


between President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Adlai E. Ste- 
venson—the voters were com- 
pletely distracted by the ^Brit- 
ish - French - Israeli: attack on 
Egypt and the suppression of 
the Hungarian revolt by the 
Soviet Union. 


But this is a new i week, the 


campaign is still dawdling, and 
it is doubtful it will get off the 
ground again before the election 
two weeks from tdoay. 


With one exception — Red 


China's atomic explosion — last 
week's other occurrences also 
trailed wisps of fog. The excep- 
tion in the Chinese case was its 
clear and final meaning: they 
are now a nuclear nation. 


But even this had a gummy 


quality to it since", it is haird to 
visualize something called „ nu- 
clear .power and the Chinese' 
won't have 'nuclear bombs 'for 
years. .

Jenkins, President Johnson's 


top: White House aide and a 
trusted helper for a quarter of a 
century, was arrested Oct. 7 on 
a morals charge similar to one 
on which he had been booked in 
1959. 
Once the arrests were 


reported, after anonymous tip- 
sters phoned newspapers, the 
fog set in. 


Johnson has asked the FBI to 


make an investigation. Monday 
Sen, Barry' Goldwater asked 
FBI Director"J. Edgar Hoover 
why no security check was 
made 
on Jenkins after he 


moved into the White House. 


Jenkins is a colonel in the Air 


Force Reserve squadron com- 
manded by Goldwater who is a 
major general in the Reserve. 


AH this might make Jenkins' 


arrest a big issue in the cam- 
paign, although its effect on 
voters still isn't known and 
Goldwater 
apparently 
isn't 


going to let the matter drop. 


If nothing else had happened 


the Jenkins' case might have 
been top news as it unfolded 
from the time it broke last 
week. But it got shoved aside to 
some extent the morning after it 
broke by the news from Mos- 
cow. 


There Khrushchev had been 


fired from his job as Premier 
and no satisfactory explanation 
has been given on that, either. 
Nevertheless, the firing of this 
roly-poly, extroverted, bubbly 
Communist was kept alive by 
his own people. 


The new Soviet leadership 


indicate he was too frisky and 
risky — harebrained, was their 
way of putting it — but while he 
was criticized by his successors 
they've 
been 
busy 
assuring 


everyone his policies will be 
continued. 


That 
only 
compounds the 


confusion and, just because of 
this, everytime the Russians 
talk about it they get front-page 
attention, thus competing for 
space with the Jenkins story 
and the presidential campaign. 


While the world and American 


voters 
were 
contemplating 


Jenkins and Khrushchev, the 
Red Chinese let go with their 
atomic blast and the British 
voters picked the Laborites to 
run the government. 


But the Laboriles got such a 


thin margin of seats over the 
Conservatives in the House of 
Commons it was anything but a 
real mandate and may 
force 


another election soon. 


All these events together, as 


foggy as they were, distracted 
voters from the campaign which 
may never really recover in the 
i'ew days left.

Local Lady Discovers What 
Mark Twain Meant in Loving 
the River Stern wheelers

Some years ago Mark Twain 


fell in love with the Mississippi 
River, and a few weeks ago, 
Mrs. Emma Hatley, who lives 
on Highway 67 East, became 
equally enamoured with the 
Ohio River. 
Both lost 
their 


hearts on an river bba't1 with 
a sterh paddlewheel; 'Formerly 
used for industrial transporta- 
tion, some of these old paddle- 
wheelers have been modernized 
and turned into pleasure boats 
for vacationers. Such was the 
case of the "Delta Queen." 


Those interested in riverboats 


may recall that in the 1940's 
after World War II the "Delta 
Queen" made headlines when 
its owner launched it on an un- 
usual voyage for such a vessel, 
After much difficulty, the river 
packet went from San Francis- 
co Bay down the Pacific Ocean, 
through the Panama Canal, the 
Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of 
Mexico, into the 
Mississippi; 


she was "uncrated" at New Or- 
leans and made a swift flight 
up the Mississippi and the Ohio 
to her home port at Cincinnati. 
When she arrived, her forward 
jackstaff carried not only the 
American flag, but those of 
Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Cost Ri- 
ca, and Panama, the countries 
which she had just passed. 


The idea of nroadjumping a 


million dollar 1,837-ton luxury 
liner from the Pacific Coast to 
the Midwest was certainly cause 
for national publicity. Today, 
the echoes which once sounded 
in the tules of the San Joaquin 
Valley are heard across the le- 
vees of Arkansas, the cornfields 
of Illinois, the hills of Kentucky, 
and into the bends below Cincin- 
nati, for the "Delta 
Queen" 


makes annual trips north to 
St. Paul and south to New Or- 
leans from the port at Cincin- 
nati. 


Mrs. 
Hatley and Mrs. Bever- 


ly Morgan of Stephens were the 
only Arkansas passengers 
on 


board tor the recent trip north, 
and they were state-roommates. 


The ship had a crew of 80, 


and about 175 were on the pas- 
senger list from 23 states. The 
little floating city was complete 
in every detail from religious 
services on Sunday to the issu- 
ing of a daily newspaper. 


Tlie entertainment on the trip 


)\vas in the capable hands of a 
young Social Director, and the 
resulting events sounded like 
i a happy episode from a (Jale 


Storm TV show of a few years 
ago. For those simply seeking 
peace and quiet, there was plen- 
ty of that available, too. In fact, 
Mrs. Hatley said she 'enjoyed 
the beautiful scenery and quiet 
reflections, in the clear 
Ohio 


River as much as any part of 
her trip. 


Stops were made at several 


points during the three-week 
trip, and the passengers were 
given the opportunity to go 
ashore for guided tours of such 
places as Cairo, 111., St. Paul, 
Minn., Paducah and Louisville, 
Ky., Navoo, 111 (from where the 
Mormons launched their pil- 
grimage west), St. Louis and 
Hanniyal, Mo. (full 
of Mark 


Twainism). 


Twain—an old steamboat man 


himself — knew how navigable 
rivers could become the "life 
lines" of their respective val- 
leys. There is a striking analo- 
gy between the heart and arter- 
ial system of the human body 
and the "blood-pumping" impor 
tance of a major river to the 
nation. Our modern-day steam- 
boat traveler from Hope 
felt

The prisoners jammed locks, 


aurned clothes, matresscs: and 
blankets, 
drenched 
ceilings 


below by ripping out plumbing, 
and threw furniture and debns 
From 
their 
four-tiered 
cell 


houses. 


Vernon C. Pepersack, state 


commissioner 
of 
correction, 


estimated th edamage at |50,000 
but said it might be greater. 


Four inmates suffered minor 


head 
injuries 
from 
objects 


dropped or thrown from tiers 
above. They were treated at the 
prison infirmary. 


Lt. Col. George Davidson, 


chief of operations of the Mary- 
land State Police, led the troop- 
ers into the two cell houses and 
a dormitory where about half 
the 1,783 inmates ran loose. 
Pepersack estimated that only 
200 inmates had been involved 
in the most serious part of the 
rioting. 


A dozen guards who had bar- 


ricaded 
themselves 
in cells 


when the rioting started were 
rescued by the troopers, who 
wore steel helmets, carried long 
riot sticks and shotguns. 


The rioting started when an 


inmate became disorderly dur- 
ing the first feeding at dinner. 
He punched a guard and was 
removed. 


"There was a rumble at the 


time," Pepersack said, "but we 
got the men quieted down, and 
they returned to their cells." 


The rioting resumed after the 


second feeding, however, and 
continued 
for 
almost 
three 


hours. 


The troopers took police dog's 


with them into the cell houses. 


"The 
dogs, clubs and gas 


were never used," said David- 
son. 
"It was a show of force, 


and we made an impression on 
the prisoners. We had it if we 
needed it. Our first objective 
was to find the hostages." 


Says Faubus 
Creating 
Straw Issues 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus was accused 
today by Winthrop Rockefeller 
forces of creating "straw issues" 
to confuse the gubernatorial 
campaign. 


Tom Eisele, Rockefeller cam- 


paign manager, said Faubus, 
"conducts his campaign upon the 
premise that the people of thia 
state are ignorant fools unable 
to see through his campaign 
technique." 


The technique, said Eisele in 


a radio broadcast over 43 Arkan- 
sas stations, "involves 
b o t h 


clever 
deception and outright 
lies." 


"You have heard of straw 


men," said Eisele. "Well, this 
technique involves the use of a 
"straw" issue. Y o u simply 
charge your opponent w i t h 
having said something that he 
did not say, then you lambast 
him for saying it." 


Eisele charged Faubus w i t h 


telling his audiences that Rocke- 
feller has said there has been 
no progress under the present 
administration and that his can- 
didate attempts to take personal 
credit for all accomplishments 
of 
t h e 
Arkansas Industrial 


Development Commission. 


"Now, 
of course, if Win Rocke- 


feller had said any of these 
things, he should be attacked," 
Eisele said. "But the truth of 
the matter is that Win made no 
such satements: the incumbent 
has simply lied." 


He said Rockefeller has taken 


the position that some progress 
lias been made, and that he has 
given 
credit 
for 
AIDC 
ac- 


complishments to the "civic 
minded people in the areas 
where new industries h a v e 
chosen to locate." 


Eisele also used the broadcast 


to deny Faubus statements that 
Rockefeller placed pan of his 
land in the soil bank, and that 
'he told a woman when he put 
'out one dollar, "J expect to get 
back two." 


I "It is our desire to stay with 
the rtal issues of the cam- 
ipaign," he said.

Need Records 
for Census on 
Agriculture 


AH farmers (and ranchers) 


in the county will need this 
year's business records to help 
answer questions on a form 
scheduled for mailing in early 
November to start the nation- 
wide 
Census of Agriculture, 


County Agent Calvin Caldwell 
said today. 


The Census of Agriculture is 


taken every five years by the 
Bureau of the Census, an agen- 
cy of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, in' years ending in 
"4" and "9." It provides infor- 
mation 
of 
vital 
importance 


about the nation's agricultural 
resoucrs and production. Such 
information is needed in making 
decisions affecting many seg- 
ments qf the U. S. economy. Da- 
ta gathered include the number 
and size of farms, number of 
persons living on farms, acreage 
and harvest of crops, a live- 
stock and poultry inventory, and 
information of farm equipment 
and facilities, and on income 
and some production expendi- 
tures. 


The job of taking the farm 


census will be in three stages, 
the county agent said. The first 
stage—organizing a team of lo- 
cal citizens in each CQunty to 
take the ceflsus—is already un- 
derway. Crew leaders to super- 
vise the census in each county 
are being selected and trained. 
They will have the responsibil- 
ity of recruiting and training 
enough enumerators to count 
the farms (and ranches) in their 
counties. Each enumerator will 
visit about 150 farms during 
three weeks of temporary em- 
ployment. 


Shortly after November 1, the 


Census Bureau will open stage 
two by mailing out census ques- 
tionaires to all rural boxholders 
in the county, the county agent 
continued Farm operators will 
have a period of time to consult 
their records (or best estimates 
for the year) and answer the 
questions on the forms. 


In the final stage, enumera- 


tors will visit each farm in the 
county to collect the question- 
naires, the county agent added. 
At the time of this visit, the en- 
umerators will 
help farmers 


complete answers to any ques- 
tions the farmers may not have 
been able to answer. Enumera- 
tor visits, which will take about 
three weeks to complete, will 
start in Arkansas on November, 
23, 1961
